Dear Stakeholder: 

With the ehapteiing of AB 1703 (Florez and Costa), the Authority is poised to move from planning to 
implementing a high-speed train system. This is a very exeiting time for high-speed rail in Cahfomia. 
Attached is the agenda for the Cahfomia High-Speed Rail Authority’s Oetober 18 meeting at Public 
Utihties Commission in San Francisco. I want to draw your attention to several important items: 

^ The Authority wiU approve the work plan for the development of the program RTR for the 

statewide high-speed train system. This aetion effeetively initiates the program RTR proeess—and 
starts the projeet. 

^ The Authority wiU also approve the awarding of three regional environmental/engineering 
contracts to provide detailed review of how a high-speed system would be built and operated 
between the Bay Area and Mereed, Sacramento and Bakersfield, and Bakersfield and Los 
Angeles. These analyses wiU form the teehnieal baekbone of the program RTR . 

^ The Authority wiU act on issuing a request for proposal for a detailed environmental/engineering 
analysis of the Los Angeles to San Diego via the Inland Rmpire eorridor. 

^ The Authority will review the analyses that the Soeiete Nationale des Chemins de Rer Rran 9 ais 
(SNCR) and the Japan Railway Teehnieal Serviee (JARTS) have eondueted on the Authority’s 
present work. Ror the first time, two of the world’s foremost high-speed train builders and 
operators are eommenting pubhely about the teehnieal elements of the statewide high-speed train 
system.
